SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: MARCH, 1963 
Rainfall: Totals for March were again highest on the western half of the State, one small area just east of Lake Margaret record- 
ing more than 10 inches. 


The East Coast, Midlands, South East and Derwent districts were the only parts of the State to receive less than 2 inches. The 
central East Coast recorded falls of under | inch while Tasman Peninsula received over 2 inches of rain. 


Eastern Tasmania, apart from Tasman Peninsula, failed to record normal rainfall during March and the greater part of the East: 
ern Coastal strip and a localised area near Hythe recorded less than 50 percent of the usual amount. 


Northern, North-Eastern and Western Tasmania (apart from the far North West) had falls in excess of normal. 


Temperature: The usual decrease in both maximum and minimum temperatures occurred during March. The West Coast, 
Central North West and Central Plateau recorded mean temperatures in the range 60-65 degrees. The remainder of the State ex- 
ceeded 65° and small sections of the central North and Derwent Valley exceeded 70°. 


Maximum temperatures on the West and East Coasts, parts of the highlands and South East were below normal. Scattered 
stations recorded deficits of 3°. The remainder of the State was up to 1° above normal. 


Hail and Snow: Scattered hail occurred with a cold change on the 25th and 26th of the month. Snow fell to the 3,500 foot 
level on some Southern highlands on the 5th and 6th. Widespread highland snow occurred on the 25th and 26th with the level down 
to 2,000 feet in the South and West. 


Seasonal Trends: Seasonal activity was strongly influenced by the dry conditions although the effect varied from district 
to district. Soaking rain was required generally, the need being greatest in the South East where some properties found it necessary 
to cart domestic water. Drastic water restrictions were applied in the Sorell municipality. 


Autumn sowing, mainly of oats, was completed on most properties during the month although ploughing and sowing were delayed 
in some areas by the dry conditions. 


Fruit harvesting continued during the month but the shortage of rain retarded growth. 
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
